For 
fifty-two dollars a yeas, each of these establish- 
menta ig permitted to do business. It is clear 
that one-half of them might be closed without 
personal or publicinjury. Under our law, the 
Mayor must issue a license to every person who | 
aske it and complies with the conditions.

One astute 
newspaper goes 80 far as to assert that the in- 
ventor was actuated by the diabolical purpose of 
supplying perpetual fect tor flame, thus con- 
tribnting +o the interests of his craft.

or dishonest characters ; the intent of the latter 
being to suppress all disorderly houses.

That the Buperiatendent's caution, not to use 
the figures of the different censuses for com- 
parison, is well founded, appears when we at- 
tempt to do eo. According to the tables given, 
the total number supported daring the year 
ended June 1, 1870, was 116,102, at à cost of 
$10,930,429 ; during 1860, 321,665, at $5,445,148 ; 
during 1850, 134,972, at $2,954,806. This makes | 
the cost, per head, in 1870, $94 ; in 1860, $17 ; in 
wantof uniformity in the operation of the law 
under which these figures have been gathered. 
More dependence can be placed upon the figures 
showing the number receiving support on June 
1. ‘There were of these, in the whole 
country, in 1870, 76,737; in 1860, 62,0942; in 
1850, 60,358. Colored paupers make their ap. 
pearance first in the census of 1870, in which 
they are 9,400. By far the most of them are in 
the Southern States, South Carolina having 
1,106, and Virginia 1,812. In each census, the 
native far outnumber the foreign paupers. The 
proportions were, in 1850, nearly 8 to 1; in 1860, 
about 1 to 1; in 1870, about g to 1. Illinois 
had, in 1870, June 1, 2,363 actually receiving re- 
lief, —1, 284 native and 1,109 foreign.

This prospect of compulsory work 
gives the would-be paupér pause, and reduces 
the expense to $50 or 800 u year for eath in- 
mate. When the States maintain their paupers 
ous officials, and expensive appointments, the 
cost of support rises as high as $100, $126, or
